PARIS, Feb. 25.—A dispatch from 


Tangier says that rebel

have entered and looted the city of 
Morocco. A British man-of-war has 
arrived at Tangier from Gibraltar. 


Bloody Fight* on the City's 8tre«tl. 


PARIS, Feb. 25.—A second dispatch 


from Tangiers says that the rebels 
and the inhabitants of Morocco have 
had bloody fights in the city's streets, 
and that many have been killed and 
hundreds injured. The Jewish quarter 
of the city is said to have been spared. 


The city of Morocco, one of the capi- 


tals of the empire, is situated in the 
southwest of the country, four miles 
south of the River Tensift, and at the 
north end of an extensive and fertile 
plain. It is surrounded by a strong 
lime-and-earth wall thirty feet hig-h. 
The town is ill-built; the streets nar- 
row, irregular and 
unpaved.

houses, generally- built of the same 
materials as the wail, are one story 
hig-h, with flat roofs and narrow open- 
ings instead of windows. A.large por- 
tion of the space within the walls is 
occupied with gardens, open areas

SENATE. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—The Indian 


appropriation bill was passed in the 
senate late in yesterday's session, hav- 
ing occupied the attention of the body 
for four full days. Its consideration 
was interrupted at 3 p. m. by a motion 
to take up and consider the pooling 
bill, but that motion was defeated by 
the very decisive vote of 24 for 48 
against. After the bill was thus 
shelved, for the present at least, 
somewhat angry discussion upon it was 
started and kept up for nearly two 
hours, with Senators Butler (dem., S. 
C.), Gorman (dem., Md.), Chandler 
(rep., N. H.) and Wolcott (rep., Col.) as 
the participants. 


The consideration of the Indian ap- 


propriation bill was then proceeded 
with, and it was finally passed. 


The sundry civil appropriation bill 


was taken up and became the unfin- 
ished business. 


Mr. Pettigrew offered a resolution 


reciting that in the person of the late 
Frederick Douglass death had borne 
away a most illustrious citizen, and 
permitting the remains to lie in state 
in the rotunda of the capitol to-day 
(Sunday), aud he asked for its imme- 
diate consideration. 


Mr. Gorman (dem., Md.) objected, 


and the resolution went Over. 


A proposition for the appointment 


of a commission of nine to take part 
in any international conference upon 
bimetallism to which an invitation 
might be extended by one or more 
European governments, was presented 
by Mr. Wolcott in the shape of an 
amendment to be offered to the sundry 
civil appropriation bill, and was, after 
explanatory remarks by Mr. Woleott, 
referred to the finance committee. 


The day's session was closed with 


the delivery of eulogies on the late 
Representative Shaw, of Wisconsin, 
and the senate at 6:45 p. m. adjourned 
until Monday at 11 o'clock.

Income Tax Returno April 15. 
WASHINGTON, D. C. February 23.—Th» 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, to- 
lay sent out circular letters to all col- 
ectors of Internal Revenue; calling 
heir attention to the joint resolution* 
which recently passed both Houses of 
Congress, and received the approval of 
he President, extending to April 15 tha 
im» within which all income tax.returns 
shall be made. This resolution WM 
tassed at the suggestion of Coinmiso- 
oner Miller, of the internal Bureau, who, 
n his letter to Congress, stated that tho 
unexpected delay in passing the appro- 
priation bill for the collection of the in- 
come tax had so shortened the time that 
t would be quite impossible to distrib- 
ute the blanks and receive all of the ro- 
;urns by March 1, the date fixed in the 
original act. The extension waa made 
purely in the interest of tax-payers who 
otherwise, through no fault of their own, 
might bo subject to a fine for non-com- 
pliance with the law.

Called 
Hand Tennis and Well 
Suited for Ladies. 


A Combination of Hand Ball aiid lA 


Tonnlu—It IB Now a Favorite ttport 


with the Momben of New 


York's Athletic Club. 


Members of the New York Athletio 


club are enthusiastic over a new ball 
game, called hand tennis. 


Every afternoon the gymnasium is 


filled with members of the club, both 
young and old, who go there to play 
this game. Boxing and wrestling have 
been practically abandoned, and most 
of the gymnastic paraphernalia has 
been removed to make room for this 
latest sport. 


Hand tenjiis promises to become even 


more popular than lawn tennis or golf. 
[t is an excellent and absolutely harm- 
less game, bringing all the muscles 
into 
action 
and 
quickening 
and 


strengthening the eye. It is admirably 
suited to the tastes of the gentler sex, 
and it affords an opportunity for boys 
and girls to obtain healthful exercise 
without exposure to cold or danger. 


The game is played at the club on a 


floor thirty-eight feet long by fourteen 
feet wide. The floor is resined and is 
divided into halves by a net, which is 
two feet six inches high. The floor is 
marked by chalk lines. 


Three feet from the end line, which 


is called the toe line, a line is drawn 
Across the floor. Ten feet from the net 
is another line, called the short line. 
The contestants toss for choice of sides 
before beginning the game. Play com- 
mences by one player taking the ball 
and standing between the toe line and 
the end line. 


He then "hops" the ball against the 


Boer behind the toe line and hits it 
with his hand over the not to the op- 
posite player. Should he fail to send 
it over the net or drive it over his op- 
ponent's end line his hand would be 
'cut" and the ball would be given to 
the opposing side. 


The game is played almost precisely

Dr. Koch, governor of the reichs- 


bauk, said:

As the United States are specially 


interested in the rehabilitation of sil- 
ver, Dr. Koch suggested they could 
simply continue the Brussels confer- 
ence, which was never formally closed. 
Dr. Koch then repeated his warning 
that the reichtag's vote ought not to 
raise definite hopes in America.

lie in the church for view of the pub- 
lic until S o'clock, at which hour the 
services will begin. They will be con- 
ducted by Rev. J. G. Jenifer, pastor. 
Bishops Turner and Wyman will take 
part, and John W. Hatehinson, the 
last of the famous family of abolition 
singers, and a lifelong friend of the 
deceased, will sing a solo. The sermon 
will be preached by Dr. Jenifer, and 
brief eulogistic remarks will be made 
by Rev. Dr. Rankin, president of How- 
ard university.

terday of the charges of embezzling 
$11,800 from the government 
while 


holding the position of disbuHng of- 
ficer in the United States signal serv- 
ice, and of forging a voucher for that 
amount to even np his alleged wrong- 
doing 
The verdict 
was rendered 


about noon, when the jury had been 
locked up nearly seventy-two hours. 


Capt. Howgate received the an- 


nouncement without emotion, but 
after he had been taken to his cell be- 
neath the court room he danced for 
joy in the realization that part of the 
burden and anxiety of fifteen years 
had been lifted from his shoulders. 


In accordanca with his statement 


when the court adjourned Friday, 
Judge McComas entered the court room 
shortly after 11 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing, and received word immediately 
that the jury had agreed. Some time 
was spent in securing the attendance 
of the attorneys in the case. Messrs. 
Worthington and Wilson, of the de- 
fense, responded promptly, and 
at 


noon Mr. Jeffords, assistant district 
attorney, made his appearance as the 
representative of the 
government. 


Capt. Howgate was brought from his 
cell and took his usual seat beside his 
faithful daughter, Miss Ida Howgate, 
who was on hand promptly as usual. 


Judge McComas had instructed the 


jury to bring verdicts upon three dis- 
tinct points. The first of these was 
whether the government was disbarred 
from prosecuting Howgate because of 
the statue of limitation. An affirma- 
tive reference on this point would have 
the effect of not only throwing out the 
indictments charging forgery and em- 
bezzlement, but of disposing in a like 
manner of all the other indictments 
against the defendant and thus set- 
ting him free.

Clerk Downs put the usual question

\ e/dict, and when Foreman Irsell had 
responded in the affirmative, he said: 


"What say you as to the issue upon

shade paler.

Two or three of the half-dozen spec- 


tators in the court room arose in their 
excitement and moved towards How- 
pate with outstretched hands, but the 
clerk had begun the next question and 
they restrained themselves.
